ju st as soon as she saw Ly den back 
in the city she at on ce believ ed that 
he was here to kidn ap his dau ghter. 
Ly den say s that that was farthest 
from his thou ghts an d that he n ev er 
had an y su ch in ten tion s. 
He say s 
that he is back here on a v isit with 
his paren ts an d that he did n ot kn ow 
th at his form er mother-in -law an d 
his dau ghter were here. 
The trou ble began 
this 
morn in g 
when Ly den by merest 
chan ce met 
Mrs. Frazee an d his dau ghter at the 
I. & 0. traction station abou t n in e 
o’clock. 
She had plan n ed to go to 
In dian apolis with the little girl an d 
had bou ght a ticket to go on the dis­ 
patch. 
Ly den say s that he started 
diown to v isit his dau ghter, when he 
u n ex pectedly met her at the traction 
station . He say s that he immediately 
wen t u p to her 
an d 
in ten ded 
to 
fon dle her as an y father would. 
Bu t 
in stead of allowin g that. Mrs. Frazee 
immediately had v ision s of her little 
gran ddau ghter bein g kidn apped an d 
telephon ed for the police. 
The of­ 
ficers cou ld n ot be fou n d an d all was 
qu iet for a time. 
Mrs. Frazee did 
n ot go to In dian apolis an d Ly den 
settled the distu rban ce. He wen t ou t 
to the Osborn e home an d said that 
there was n o bitter feelin gs when he 
left there at n oon . 
Shortly after din n er City Marshal 
Harlow receiv ed a telephon e message 
from the Hackleman farm abou t on e 
mile west of the city , that he was 
wan ted there at on ce. The woman at 
the other en d of the lin e said to brin g 
the whole police force 
immediately 
that somethin g 
awfu l was 
takin g 
place. The officer thou ght that m u r­ 
der was bein g committed an d ru shed 
to the scen e as fast a s an au tomobile 
would carry him. 
Bu t he fou n d n o 
mu rder there. 
In stead, he fou n d fiv e women n ear 
the Hackleman farm, at stop 29 on 
the I. & C. traction lin e, 
wrin gin g 
their han ds an d cry in g as if some­ 
thin g terrible had ju st happen ed. 
Tt 
dev eloped that Mrs. Frazee was a 
member of the party an d that a dele­ 
gation had come ou t to the stop to 
see her off. 
It seems that Mrs. F ra ­ 


zee feared that Ly den wou ld attem pt 
to take his own dau ghter, her gran d­ 
dau ghter, by force an d she wen t ou t 
to the cou n try stop to av oid him. In 
the mean time Ly den was in the city 
with n o in ten tion s of attemptin g to 
take his dau ghter, an d was calmly 
makin g a cigar for himself at the 
Demmer Bros, factory . 
Mrs. Frazee 
was 
su ccessfu l in 
ev adin g her imagin ary foe an d has 
arriv ed in In dian apolis 
safely an d 
on ce more the police force is back to 
the regu lar rou tin e. 
Ly den is still 
•Jiere an d in ten ds to remain 
sev eral 
day s as lie came here for a v isit with 
his paren ts. 
He liv ed here at on e 
time Av ith his wife an d was at that 
time employ ed at the Demmer Bros, 
cigar factory . His form er employ ers 
hav e n othin g bu t words of praise for 
him. 
Mrs. Ly den was gran ted a di­ 
v orce from her hu sban d at Marion 
abou t three y ears ago, he n ot ev en 
con testin g the case.

It will be remembered that Elliott’s 
wife ran away with Ed Ban ks on the 
aftern oon of Ju n e 28 , leav in g her two 
children behin d an d say in g that she 
Av ould hav e n othin g more to do with 
aer hu sban d. 
Ban ks is a n ephew of 
SUiott, an d had been liv in g at the 
Elliott home. 
He became su spiciou s 
of his relativ e, that he was too in ­ 
timate with his wife, bu t he did n ot 
ielieA-e that they would rn n away to­ 
gether. 
He in tercepted 
them, Av hile 
they Av ere on the way to the station 
an d was so du mbfou n ded Av lien his 
Av ife told him that she was leav in g 
aim for an other man , he cou ld n ot 
act. 
He reported the m atter to the 
■» oliee an d an effort Av as 
made to 
catch Mrs. Elliott an d her loA'er. 
It has sin ce dev eloped that Mrs. 
Elliott grew tired of her hu sban d’s 
relativ e an d would retu rn to Elliott. 
ITe told her that if she would come to 
Alpin e.

an x iou s in fact that she wen t to In di­ 
an apolis to see if she cou ld

him. 
is the last that Eliiott has 
<een of his Av ife an d on ce more he is 
lookin g for her. 
She failed to retu rn 
home, accordin g to her promise, when 
she started ou t on the hu n t of Ban ks, 
again st whom she bore a deep hatred. 
At least she told her hu sban d that, 
bu t he is loath to believ e it n oAV. He 
Av i 11 con tin u e to hu n t for her.

or a tru stee to pu rchase goods for

A fter rev iewin g the cases of sev - 
ral other tru stees, Av ho hav e paid 
mon ey , the amou n t of

Were charged with shortage, the In ­

It is also re­ 
ported that the prosecu tin g attorn ey 
of Ru sh cou n ty is the brother-in -law 
of Crosby an d may feel some deli­ 
cacy abou t 
prosecu tin g this 
su it. 
Please ex amin e the report an d the 
accompan y in g ev iden ce at on ce an d 
if con v in ced that these charges are 
crimin al con su lt with the prosecu tin g 
attorn ey o f Ru sh cou n ty an d at his 
requ est reliev e him of the respon sibil­ 
ity o f prosecu tin g this charge an d 
prosecu te the same y ou rself.

dently Inspired the Jealous Rage of 


Edna Wallace, H is Favorite, W ho 


Killed the Doctor and Herself. 


Pittsbu rg, Au g. 2.—One of the most 
sensational crimes in the history of 
the cou ntry was u ncov ered here ju st 
before midnight last night, when the 
dead and almost nu de bodies of Dr. 
Emert C. Stewart, a leader of society , 
and that of Edna Wallace, a beau tifu l 
woman of the lower world, were fou nd 
lifeless in the palatial Stewart home­ 
stead, 56 04 Penn av enu e. There is ev ­ 
ery ev idence that the Wallace woman 
killed Dr. Stewart after a fearfu l stru g­ 
gle and that she then tu rned U*e re­ 
v olv er on herself. 
The crime is su n 
posed to hav e been committed some 
time wu thin the last three day s. 
The ev idence points to the fact that 
the Wallace woman, who wag long a 
friend of the y ou ng society doctor, be­ 
came enraged when shown the wed­ 
ding garments of Dr. Stewart, who was 
to he married some time the coming 
week. 
His wedding su it, which was 
brou ght home from the tailor some 
wreeks since, wras torn almost to rib­ 
bons in the room where the bodies lay , 
the woman hav ing ev idently tried to 
tear the clothes in her rage, and the 
doctor in his effort to sav e the cloth­ 
ing and his own life had ov ertu rned 
anti liroken almost ev ery thing in the 
room. 
Edna Wallace was proprietress of 
122 Lambert street. Pittsbu rg, a bagnio 
freq u ented only by the v ery rich men 
of Pittsbu rg or by those who hav e en­ 
tree to the homes of the rich. 
Dr. 
Stewart, who had entree to the best 
society and a leading clu bman of the 
city , was the fav orite nephew* of D. C. 
Stewart. a man of great wealth, who 
abou t one y ear since left Pittsbu rg for 
Virginia and tu rned the old Stewart 
mansion ov er to the rising v oting doc­ 
tor of thirty y ears. 
This made the 
standing of Dr. Stew*art certain among 
Pittsbu rg’s 400. The police assert that 
they hav e not the name of the y ou ng 
woman to whom Stewart was to hav e 
been married, bu t inmates of the Wal­ 
lace div e, taken in charge by the po­ 
lice, declare 
that Dr. Stewart, one 
week since, while v isiting the woman, 
slapped her in the face when she men­ 
tioned the name of his intended wife. 
'Til get y ou y et,” the Wallace wom­ 
an is alleged to hav e said to the doc­ 
tor, with wrhom she v .*as madly in lov e. 
Some nights ago he retu rned to her 
place and they later motored away 
together, happy . 
It wou ld seem that 
the pair went directly to the Stewart 
mansion, which they entered to their 
death. 
The Wallace woman was v ery large 
and strong, while Dr. Stewart was slim 
and not the woman’s eq u al in battle. 
This may accou nt for the fight which 
ev idently took place before the woman 
killed him. 
Stewart was shot throu gh 
the back of the head and throu gh the 
back. Neither of the shots cou ld hav e 
been self-inflicted. 
He had ev idently 
fallen to 
the floor and from there 
placed on the bed by the woman, who 
then placed the rev olv er between her 
own ey es and pu lled the trigger. 
The barking of a pet dog owned by 
Dr. Stewart, bu t which had not been 
fed for some day s, attracted the at­ 
tention of the police, who were still 
loath to break into the hou se becau se 
they had heard Dr. Stew*art had sailed 
for Eu rope.

thou ght to hav e been worth $50 0 ,0 .

su ggested that the statu e of Jefferson 
Dav is shou ld he selected for this place 
by the state of Mississippi, Under the 
recent opinion 
of Attorney General 
Wlckersham, there is no legal obstacle 
to placing Jeff Dav is’s statu e or that 
o f any other Confederate leader in 
Statu ary hall. 
This q u estion was definitely settled 
by the attorney general in the Lee 
case, which was recently decided. Pro­ 
tests wrere made to President Taft 
against the presentation by the state 
o f Virginia oi a statu e of General Lee 
fo r Statu ary hall. 
Mr. Taft referred 
the protests to the department of ju s 
tice for an opinion. In his opinion At 
torney General Wickersham declares 
the act of congress places no restric 
tion on the designation by the states 
o f those whom they may desire to 
ho no r by placing their statu es in Stat 
uary hall, nor has any official the au 
thority to ex ercise censorship in the 
m atter of costu me.

The Owen Cou nty Jou rnal, Spen­ 
cer, Ind., recently contained the fol­ 
lowing sensible article, which shou ld 
be read with care by all v oters: 
President William Howard Taft is 
a progressiv e. 
He say s he is in deep 
earnest in 
his efforts to 
adv ance 
Roosev elt policies, and to enact into 
laws the progressiv e ideas for which 
Theodore Roosev elt fou ght. In an in­ 
terv iew in McClu re’s Magazine for 
Ju ne, the President sets forth some 
tru ths on which all citizens shou ld 
stu dy , and to which all elements of 
the Repu blican party shou ld giv e care­ 
fu l heed. 
He declares himself to be 
one of the progressiv es, and pledges 
himself anew to Roosev eltism. 
President Taft, Senator Bev eridge 
and Indiana Repu blicans are in accord 
on all Roosev elt policies. 
The Presi­ 
dent, in discu ssing the Pay ne tariff 
law, makes plain his reasons for sign 
ing the measu re, and ex plains the tar­ 
iff situ ation as he saw it. 
The state 
ment is su ch as other progressiv e Re 
pu blicans hav e made, and it throws 
light on the President’s stand, as well 
as on his real desires, motiv es and 
pu rposes. 
Of chief Interest to Indiana people 
is that portion of the Taft interv iew* 
w*hich demonstrates that in reality the 
President is working as best he may 
for the v ery things the Indiana Re­ 
pu blican platform su ggests, for the 
things that Senator 
Bev eridge 
de­ 
mands. and that the two men are a 
team 
for 
progress 
along Roosev elt 
lines. 
"I believ ed, and had said repeated­ 
ly ,” Presideu t Taft say s,* “that prop 
erly carried ou t, the tariff plank of 
the Repu blican platform wou ld resu lt 
in a dow*nward rev ision 
on many 
schedu les in the Dingley tariff.” 
The 
President tells how' Speaker Joseph 
G. Cannon w*as q u oted as say ing that 
the platform did not call for a down­ 
ward rev ision and how* the press had 
it that the President wou ld oppose 
Cannon for speaker. 
“Believ ing that 
Mr. Cannon had been correctly q u ot­ 
ed, I was not u nwilling that this 
shou ld appear,” say s the President, 
“althou gh I was perfectly aware that 
he cou ld not be defeated.” 
W hat He Wanted. 
The President tells what he wanted 
in the way of a tariff bill as follow*s: 
“What I wanted in a tariff bill is 
clearly ex pressed in the langu age of 
the Repu blican platform of 19 08 . The 
tru e principle of protection is best 
maintained by the imposition of su ch 
du ties as will eq u al the differences be­ 
tween the cost of produ ction at home 
and abroad, together with a reason­ 
able profit to American indu stries. 
I 
felt that at least there shou ld be free 
hides, free iron ore, free coal, free 
lu mber and free petroleu m. 
1 placed 
my self against a raising of the rate 
on the cheaper cotton goods su ggest­ 
ed; 
I insisted on cu tting ou t high 
du ties proposed on glov es, and u rged 
redu ctions in other du ties, inclu ding 
shoes 
and 
other 
manu factu res 
of 
leather.” 
Woolen Schedule Wrong, 
“I did not secu re all the redu ctions 
I thou ght shou ld be made. 
The wool­ 
en schedu le shou ld hav e been low­ 
ered; it was not, becau se a combina­ 
tion 
of 
Representativ es 
from 
the 
manu factu ring and wool growing sec­ 
tions of the east and w*est had 
a ma­ 
jority in Congress that 
was ov er­ 
whelming. 
“The Democratic Sou th, with the 
northern lu mbering states, prev ented 
free lu mber; another combination of 
the same sections made it impossible 
to lower the mu ch criticised cotton 
schedu les. 
“I finally signed the bill. 
Not be­ 
cau se it was a perfect tariff; ideal 
tariffs are an impossibility u nder the 
method of tariff legislation we hav e 
employ ed. 
“I signed It becau se it was the best 
I cou ld 
secu re 
u nder the circu m­ 
stances; becau se, all things consid­ 
ered, I did not believ e my self ju stified 
in holding u p the bu siness of the 
cou ntry for months longer by v etoing 
this bill, on the chance of getting a 
better one. 
“It was perfectly clear to me, at 
the time, that I cou ld achiev e a tem­ 
porary personal popu larity by v eto­ 
ing this tariff bill. 
It was ju st as 
clear that if I did ¿o I wou ld cau se 
su ch a split with my party in con­ 
gress that the entire program of pro­ 
gressiv e legislation wou ld be pu t in 
Jeopardy . 
W h y He Signed It. 
“ As it was I kept the friendship 
and co -o peratio n o f the co nserv ativ e 
Republicans 
in 
Co ngress—the 
o nly 
aectio n where o ppo sitio n might hav e 
been ex pected to dev elo p—fo r my 
gen­ 
eral pro gram o f legislatio n; and, at 
the same time, I secured, in the tariff 
bill itself, the means o f bringing abo ut 
what I stand fo r, and what I believ e 
this co untry wants—a fair pro tectiv e 
tariff, based no t o n guesswo rk but o n 
actual ev idence.” 
The President goes on to ex plain 


the tariff bo ard o r tariff co mmissio n 
plan which, in pro mising fo rm, is em­ 
bo died in the Pay ne law. 
What the 
ex ecutiv e o f the natio n has to say 
o n the tariff co mmissio n idea is o f es­ 
pecial interest in Indiana because o f 
the fact that Senato r Bev eridge has 
been urging a tariff co mmissio n fo r 
sev eral y ears, and because it was 
Senato r Bev eridge’s 
amendment to 
the tariff bill which carried o ut, as 
far as po ssible, the co mmissio n pro j­ 
ect. 
“ Germany , 
France, 
and 
v irtually 
ev ery great tariff-making cou ntry , ex ­ 
cept the United States, secu re tariff 
ev idence throu gh their own ex perts. 
In this cou ntry the only information 
for making tariffs is obtained from 
the warped and biased testimony of 
the men to be affected by their sched­ 
u les. 
Favors Tariff Board. 
“The whole method is notoriou sly 
u nscientific and wrong, an ou tworn 
sy stem, which I believ e shou ld be 
changed. 
I believ e that the work of 
a tariff board shou ld be to secu re and 
to present ev idence, not to frame a 
tariff. 
With this ev idence before it, 
Congress will act fairly and wisely , 
and the United States will hav e, u n 
der this method, a tariff established 
on a thorou ghly scientific basis as it 
shou ld hav e had a q u arter of a cen 
tu ry ago. 
“My administration had from its 
start one work to do—to secu re new 
legislation. 
The 
administration 
of 
President Roosev elt, like a great cru ­ 
sade, had awakened the people of the 
United States and accomplished great 
adv ances in the operation and the 
powers of the federal gov ernment. 
It 
was the bu siness of the administra­ 
tion following his to make these per­ 
manent in the form of law. 
“There was a definite program of 
legislation demanded by the cou ntry 
and promised by the Repu blican plat­ 
form. One of the most important mat­ 
ters in it were new laws for the con 
serv ation of the national resou rces 
in the pu blic domain. 
The policy to 
be pu rsu ed in the v ariou s laws in this 
program was v ery clear; I thorou gh­ 
ly believ ed in it; and I began, ev en 
before my inau gu ration, to organize 
my administration to do the work it 
was pledged to do. 
“I hav e one aim in the presidency 
—to make a broad and permanent ad 
v ance in the powers of the federal 
gov ernment, and in their enforcement. 
I hav e been pledged to this, and I pro­ 
pose to carry ou t my pledges. 
And 
I believ e congress will pu t throu gh a 
v ery considerable part of ou r pro­ 
gram of progressiv e laws before this 
session is adjou rned.” 
President Taft’s Ju ne forecast of 
su ccess in progressiv e legislation was 
amply borne ou t in the last tw*o w*eeks 
of the congressional session.

It was this “campaign” committee 
which pu t off inv iting W. J. Bry an to 
speak in Indiana u ntil after the Tag­ 
gart crowd in Nebraska cou ld ov er­ 
whelm the Commoner In the Nebraska 
state conv ention, and send word that 
Bry an was “down and ou t.” 
It Is now* said the 
Taggart “cam­ 
paign” committee, acting on reports 
from Nebraska bosses, will ignore Mr. 
Bry an, or will inv ite him “at the prop­ 
er time,” which means a late Jay , 
when it is known Mr. Bry an mu st 
refu se to come.
